he On 10 November an explosion at the 3 Field Army ammunition depot in Nanking 
resulted in a fivewhour fire and 300 casualtics. On 9 November an ammunition 
depot at Chenju (121-25, 31-17), containing over 1,000 new Sovict floating 
mines and Sovict-made anti-aircraft shells, was destroyed with over 200 dead 
and 100 wounded, The Nationalist underground was responsible for both of 
these explosions.
